Money is 
less efficient when in a state of transition, and the money 
market is always a little more stiff in consequence. 
These causes have prevented that part of the effect of 

a good harvest, which we might have expected to be 
seen this week, from being discernible: the greater part of 
that effect, as we have explained, we should not expect to per- |} 
ceive so soon. . 

With regard to future prospects, some people have a notion 
that money will be more plentiful after the 8th of October, 
when the Council of India will pay the 3,000,000/, of which 
we have spoken. But this is an error. This three 
millions is already in the London money market. It 
is partly out on loan ; partly to the credit of the Council 
of India at the Bank of England. But here it is. There 
will be no more money in London on the 9th of October than 
there is now. There will, however, be an important effect 
from the cancelment of three millions of Indian securities. All 
securities likely to be sought for by the former holders of these 
debentures will rise in price, and the effect will be propagated 
through other sorts of securifies. But the total funds in 
the hands of bankers and other money-lenders will be just what 
they are now, and the rate of interest will be unaffected. If 
the Council of India were to import 3,000,000/ of bullion on 
the 8th October, and make use of it to pay off their debt, they 
would really do what it is erroneously expected they will do 
—augment our money and make it cheaper. 

The ivcreasing amount of foreign investments is a subject || 
to which public attention must be directed, and on that and 
the other more permanent aspects of our money market we 
shall comment on on another occasion. In general, however, 
the future is a bright one, and we are able to state on good 
authority that the Bank of France has, in a great degree, 
surmounted those difficulties which were a short time since the 
most discouraging part of our anticipations.

THE QUEEN'S PROCLAMATION OF THE 13ra OF 
MAY, 1861, VINDICATED BY THE SUPREME 
COURT OF THE UNITED STATES. 

Tue British public will not readily forget the terrible burst 

of indignation with which the Queen’s Proclamation of the 

13th of May, 1861, was received by the Northern States of 

America. That Proclamation was issued immediately after 

the news of the attack on Fort Sumter, and of the Proclama- || 

tion of the President of the 27th of April,—establishing a 

blockade of all the ports in the rebellious States—arrived in 

England. It merely declared the neutrality of England in 

the contest then pending in the United States, and warned all 

Her Majesty's sitbjects, and British shipowners especially, that 

a civil war existed in the United States, and that consequently 

British subjects were bound to submit to the exercise of the 

usual belligerent rights by both parties. In other words it 

declaied, for the necessary guidance of .the Queen’s subjects, 
that the cruisers of the Southern States were not to be con- 
sidered pirates, but that they were entitled by the law of 
nations to exercise the same belligerent rights as their 

Northern opponents. 

In consequence of this Proclamation, the most virulent abuse 
was heaped by the Federal Press on the British Government 
and people. The Proclamation was denounced as an act of 
foreign intervention—as a virtual recognition by Great 
Britain of the independence of the Southern States—in short, 
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as an act of hostility and an outrage ‘never to be forgotton or 
forgiven by the Great Republic. Nor was this fury confined 
to the Press. Public men of some position in the Federal States 
gave utterance to feelings of “ undying hostility ’’ to England, 
and warned us that the day for vengeance was not so far off 
as we supposed. In the midst of all this fury, Mr Seward, 
of course, was not silent. He complained and remonstrated 
in some of his longest and most confused despatches, and 
almost threatened to declare war, unless the Proclamation was 
instantly recalled. 


We are now fortunately in a condition, by means of a judg- 
ment recently pronounced by the Supreme Court of the United 
States, to form a calm opinion on the propriety of these com- 
plaints, and on the justice of all this indignation. 

The British bark Hiawatha was, we believe, the first neutral 
ship captured -by the Federal navy. She was seized in 
Hampton roads on the 20th of May, 1861—just a week after 
the passing of the Queen’s Proclamation—for an alleged 
violation of the blockade of the ports of Virginia, established 
and formally declared by the Proclamations of the President 

ublished on the 27th and 30th of April, 1861. By those 

oclamations 15 days were fixed as the limit within which 
neutral ships were at liberty to leave the blockaded ports; 
the Hiawatha had in fact left two days after the prescribed 
period, her departure having been delayed by the want of a 
tug to tow her down the river. This was the ground of her 
seizure. 

The legality of this capture wes questioned by the owners 
of the ship before the Federal Court of Admiralty, and the 
first and chief ‘point taken and contended for on their behalf 
was that no such state of war existed at the time when the 
ship was seized, as entitled the Federal Government to declare 
a blockade and to exercise belligerent rights against the ships 
of neutral nations, and that Congress, and not the President, 
had, according to the Constitution of the United States, alone 
the power to declare such a war. 

Now, the first fact, at least, of this contention seems 
remarkably in accordance with the views expressed by the 
Federal Government itself soon after the breaking out of 
hostilities. At that period, it will be remembered, both the 
President and Mr Seward stoutly contended that the so-called 
blockade was, in fact, not ‘in any respect a blockade. under the 
law of nations, but merely ‘a restraint on commerce at the 
| “ interdicted ports under the municipal laws of Government.” 
| They argued that there was no war, and, therefore, no belli- 
| gerents to recognise, and that the closing of the ports was a 
| mere Customs regulation of which the foreigner bad no right 
' to complain. Accordingly, the President, in his Message of 
the 4th July, 1861, speaks of the Proclamation of the 
blockade as a Proclamation for closing the ports of the 
insurrectionary districts by proceedings “in the nature of a 
“blockade,” and the Secretary of the Navy, in his report to 
{| the President of the same date, observes, that the closing of 

| the ports was done merely in the performance of a “‘ domestic 
} “municipal duty,” but that out of consideration for the 
|| interests of foreigners, the rules of blockade were, as far as 
|| practicable, adopted and made applicable to the case. 

|| Such’ were the views which it was found convenient to 
| propound when remonstrating with England and France for 
|| having accorded to the Southern States the rights of belli- 
| gerents. But when the seizure of neutral ships had to be 
| justified before a Court of Admiralty, it was seen at once, 
that, if such views were sound, the seizure was altogether 
| illegal, and accordingly, the Federal law officers, not feeling 
themselves in the least “estopped” by the views of their 
Government, did not ‘hesitate to ask for the condemnation of 
the captured ships, on grounds diametrically opposed in 
| every respect to those which had been hitherto put forward by 
the President and his Secretaries. 
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The Judge of the Inferior Court had. no difficulty in con- 
demning the Hiawatha. The owners of the ship appealed, 
and, after a considerable delay, the appeal was heard before 
the Supreme Court’ ofthe United-States, composed of nine 
judges, sitting/ at Washington, and the judgmentof the Court 
was delivered at its last sitting. 

Upon the great’ question—whether, on the 20th of May, 
1861—the day on which the Hiawatha was seized—a war, 
and consequently a legal blockade, existed, entitling the 
the Federal navy to capture neutral ships for a breach of such 
blockade—the Court was divided in opinion in the proportion 
of 5 to 4.

We shall now advert shortly to the judgment of the minority 
of the Court, of whom the Chief Justice (Taney) was one, in 
order to state the grounds of the conclusion at which they 
arrived. Mr Justice Nelson delivered the judgment of the 
minority, and, after a very able discussion of all the questions 
involved, stated the ground of their opinion thus :— Upon 
‘* the whole, after the most careful consideration of this case 
*‘ whieh the pressure of other duties has admitted, I am com- 
“ pelled to the conclusion that no civil war existed between 
“ this Government and the States in insurrection till recog- 
nised by the Act of Congress, July 13, 1861; that 
“the President does not possess the power under the con- 
“ stitution to declare war, or recognise its existence within 
“the meaning of the law of nations, which carries with it 








‘‘ belligerent rights, and thus change the country and all its 
citizens from a state of peace to a state of war; that this

“the capture of the vessel and cargo in this case, and in all

*« 13th July, 1861, for breach of blockade, or as enemy’s pro-

In the particular case of the Hiawatha, there were many 
grounds for exempting her from capture, independently 
of the general questions to which we have referred. These 
grounds we forbear to diseuss on this occasion. At present, 
our chief object is to call public attention to the complete 
justification which the judgment of the Supreme Court 
affords of the course pursued by the British Government in 
issuing the Proclaniation of the 13th of May, 1861, and also 
to the answer which the same judgment furnishes to all the 
abuse of the Federal Press, and to the complaints, remon- 
strances, and almost threats of the Federal Government. It 
now appears from the highest Federal authority,—an authority, 
be it remembered, that according to the constitution of the 
United States, judges even of the legality of Acts of Con- 
gress—that it was the Federal Government itself, by the 
Proclamation of the 27th of April, 1861, that first accorded 
belligerent rights to the insurgents and recognised the exist- 
ence of a cruel war, weeks before the issuing of the English 
or French Proclamations. To hope or expect from the Federal 
Press an amende for ali their abuse, would be as vain as the 
attempt to extract ‘sunbeams from cucumbers.” But better 
things might reasonably be expected from the Federal 
Secretary of State.

The judgment of the 
Supreme Court, on which we have been commenting, was 
delivered in the month of March, 1863—he ought to have 
read — indeed, he must have read—that judgment. Is 
it not, then, monstrous, that Mr Seward—with this judg- 
ment before him—should in his last circular, dated the 27th 
of August, 1863, still continue to coraplain “ of the premature

But all Euro- 
pean remonstrances are manifestly thrown away on a states- 
man who thus ignores and sets aside the highest authority in 
his own country. 





A COMMON SENSE VIEW OF THE GOLD QUESTION. 
WE lately wrote at considerable length and elaborately on a 
certain part of the gold question, and we also reserved 
several poitits which well deserve careful and delicate treat- 
ment, but in the present’ article we do not wish to deal so 
much with abstruse discussions of political economy, as with 
plain matters of common sense. After the late controversies 
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| as much as this is plain at any rate. A large and influential 
number of reflecting and inquisitive persons say that our gold 
standard has been depreciated already, and, to some slight 
extent, is likely to be depreciated still more. Another set of 
inquirers, perhaps not of equal authority, but still of consider- 
able weight, deny this conclusion, and assert that as yet gold 
has not been depreciated, and that perhaps it never will be. 
In this position of affairs, and partial conflict of authorities, 
is there any practical step which prudent men should think 
of taking as to their money matters ? 

It is certain that, if there be a progressive depreciation of 
gold, all promises to pay gold at distant times to come will 
yield the same precise number of sovereigns, but a most dif- 
ferent number of other things. If 5,000/ is lent to-day, to 
be paid ten years hence, that 5,000/ will be paid; but if the 
gold have depreciated ten per cent. in the meanwhile, it will 
yield only 4,500/ of other things. We do not say that the 
fact is so, but a certain number of persons undoubtedly say 
that as yet it has been so, As to the future, even everybody 
must admit that the matter is more and more uncertain. 
What will be the produce of the gold mines in time to come 
is a question which can only be answered by experience, and 
yet it is the vital question in the whole subject. No wise 
man will undertake to prophesy confidently as to the value of 
gold in future. Yet, as many authoritative persons say that 
gold has been depreciated, and as it is possible that it should 
be still further depreciated, what should a wise man do ? 

The question is of the more importance because it affects 
the most cautious class in the community. It is certain that 
in the current business of mercantile life men run greater 
risks than any which the depreciation of gold is likely to 
cause them, and that if they choose these risks with judg- 
ment, they get money rather than lose it. But a certain 
class wish to run no risk ; these people have said we do not 
wish to get more money, but we wish to keep our money; and 
it is these people that the gold question affects. The gold 
risk, so to call it, is a risk which mainly interests those who wish 
to run no risk. It is this keeping the money that creates the 
difficulty. You have kept it, but it is worth less than it 
used to be. Ifyou had kept something else, possibly it might 
have been better for you. 

All well-drawn settlements forbid the purchase of any com- 
modity: the trustees may lend on mortgage or perhaps to 
railways on debenture, or buy into the funds, which is a 


loan of another sort, but any ordinary commodity they 
cannot buy. The obvious reason is that, if you allow 
purchases, you authorise speculation; you give a per- 


mission to buy something which when it comes to be sold 
again will not fetch as much as was given for it. Now, it is 
exactly the class so protected by the best drawn  settle- 
ments that the depreciation of gold tends to affect; when 
the a mortgage is paid off, the mortgage money being only 
same number of sovereigns as before the depreciation will not 
buy as much as before; it is the same with a railway deben- 
ture. Some suppose that the funds are of a different 
character, that their values will rise when the value of other 
commodities rose, and that a purchaser of them will there- 
fore be secured against depreciation. But the funds are not 
in this sense a commodity: they are merely a form in which 
money is lent to the Government—the form of a perpetual 
annuity. If there be a depreciation every year, when that 
fixed annuity is received, its produce in things and commo- 
dities will be less ; it will not go so far. The value of the 
funds is determined by the interest of money, and the interest 
of money is not affected by such events as the gold discoveries. 
The amount of money to be lent is indeed augmented, but the 
means of borrowing and the need to borrow rise in equivalent 
proportion. All securities became more valuable, because the 
price of all things is augmented (depreciation means that 
and nothing else), and it is, therefore, possible to borrow more 
on them. All borrowers require larger loans, because they 
all borrow to buy something, and as the same money will not 
buy as much as it used to do, they must borrow more to 
buy the same things. The rate of interest, therefore, will 
not be affected by the gold discoveries. The supply of money 
will be augmented, but the demand for it will be augmented 
also ; and as the interest for money is unaffected, so the 
price of the funds, which is only another name for it, will be 
augmented also. The purchaser into the funds is no more

But if the tariff of charges be legally ‘fixed and ‘th 
Company be charging its maximum, ordinary railway shares 
will suffer rather than otherwise from the depreciation of 
gold. It has undertaken to carry at a fixed legal rate in 
money, and the value of money having fallen, that fixed sum | 
is no longer so efficient—no longer meets as many outgoings 
as it used to do.

The articles a railway buys are augmented jj 
in price, and if it cannot also raise its fares, its profits will 
be diminished. We should not, therefore, recommend the 
purchase of railway shares in lieu of loans on ‘tailway 
debentures. 

But the same objections do not apply to shares in 
companies, of which the charges are not limited by law; 
they will be raised in value if gold should fall ; and a prudent 
person should now, in our judgment, invest some of his money 
in such securities, instead of placing the whole upon loan at 
fixed interest. We think trustees might be allowed to buy

SOCIAL SCIENCE AND CAPITAL PUNISHMENT. 
WE have never, like some of our contemporaries, run down | 
the Social Science Association. We’ believe that there are 4| 
class of subjects, — subjects growing every day in their|) 
relative importance to political subjects,—with which it is 
undesirable and often impossible to deal in Parliament, but 
on which it is of the highest importance that thinking men 
should review and exchange their ideas. On many of these 
subjects there ought never to be any legislation at all; om 
many more the time for legislation is not ripe, and cannot 
become ripe till they have been much discussed by those who 
have anxiously studied them in all their aspects. On the few 
even which are Parliamentary and are ripe for discussion im 
Parliament — like the Education Minutes,—it. is extremely 
useful to hear discussions by men who have no seats in Parlia- 
ment, and who are yet probably far better informed of the 
bearings of these questions than members of Parliament 
usually can be. We believe that in this way the English 
Social Science Association has already rendered great services, 
and that it may, if it will, continue to render them. ; 

We trust, however, that our home Social Science Associa- 
tion, in its approaching meeting at Edinburgh, will not fall 
into the error into which, as it seems to us, the International 
Association fell at Ghent, of what we may call the cliquishness 
of philanthropy. We hear that in discussing the question of

But this is assuredly 
‘not the case, in England at least, on the question of capital 
ishment. And nothing is of greater consequence to the 
usefulness of these meetings than that they should really 
nt the practical culture of the country, and should not 
in the reputation of being compounded of a crowd of 
\éfriends of humanity,” met together to protest against any- 
thing and everything that looks on the surface of it rough, 
ugly, or even barbarous.

what. broader and more statesmanlike spirit. Philanthropists 
are apt. to forget that no punishment can be an agreeable 
subject for the imagination,—that no severe punishment can 
be otherwise than a highly disagreeable subject for the imagi- 
pation. Most of the objections to capital punishment really 
rest upon the unpleasantness, the coarse physical incidents, of 
the infliction of death. We are not sure that they are not 
yery greatly based upon the mere objection of the civilised 
mind to be implicated in any way in destroying life. The 
philanthropists never think of the still greater responsibility 
|| for pain involved in shutting out all hope of liberty during the 
whole of life. There is a pictorial scrupie to being concerned 
in blood as disturbing to the imagination, just as the trade of 
abutcher repels many almost morally, who feel no scruple 
about their meat diet. But this kind of objection is not 
worthy of a moment’s consideration. That we realise un- 
|| pleasantly that the law is directly responsible for severing the 
arteries of a prisoner’s neck, and that we do not realise with any- 
thing like equal vividness that it is directly responsible for 
| the minute and sustained though subdivided acts of severity 
involved in extinguishing hope, isolating from every healthy 
energy, decreeing a life-long desolation, is no reason 
| atall for abolishing the one punishment and sustaining the 
other. The fanciful effect of the punishment on the in- 
flictors is certainly a very bad and morbid, a very weak and 
telfish, reason for dispensing with it. 

On the other hand, the imaginative effect of it in prevent- 
ing crime is undoubtedly one of its greatest merits. It is, of 
course, a punishment which should be reserved for cases where 
anything but a life-sentence would be an injustice to society, 
where it would be impossible, with any proper regard to the 
safety of the innocent, ever to restore the criminal to liberty. 
And if thus reserved for the extreme cases, it seems a very 
superior punishment in every way to the sentence of penal 
servitude for life,—more humane to the criminal, far more 
impressive to the intending criminals, and more natural, 
which is one of the greatest merits a punishment can 
have. There is a tendency in civilised communities to elabo- 








||tate punishments which exceedingly weakens their force, 


Criminals, the worst criminals at least, are a barbarous class 


|| who do not understand or realise the more refined elements 


of punishment beforehand, though they feel them sufficiently 
perhaps when they are inflicted. Now punishments ought to 
be calculated, of course, even more for the class on the verge 








of crime than for subsequent effectiveness. A punishment 
terribly effective when it comes, may be very ineffective in 
Prospect, and one that is suffered almost with indifference, 
may be of the most formidable character in prospect, We 
take it that capital punishment is of this kind. The suffer- 
ing it inflicts is not for a moment to’ be compared in mag- 
nitude with imprisonment for life. It can scarcely compare, 
we should think, in quantity of anguish, with the 

year, probably not the first month, of a life- 
sentence. But though light in penal quantity, it 
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is all collected in a focus; it is a pictorial punish- 
ment—it concentrates the vision of pain and shame and 
blood and the final darkness on a single hour of life. It is 
a punishment, therefore, which paints itself on the eye, and 
symbolises the most utter degradation. It translates, for 
minds too depraved to feel the full bitterness of guilt, the 
worst guilt into the worst horror. It presents a just equivalent 
for murder of which intending murderers are peculiarly able to 
realise the full meaning. And yet it is probably far more 
humane than any other punishment which extinguishes life. 

Of course the religious difficulty for those who fear that 
death to the criminal will be eternal and not temporary, is the 
most serious, and this it is impossible to discuss here, nor 
are statesmen really concerned with it. For it would be, we 
think, easy to show that the chances of genuine moral and 
spiritual reform in the prisoner are less, under the leaden pros- 
pect of a life-long imprisonment, than under any other con- 
ceivable form of punishment. With a life sentence, we take 
it, all hope of reformatory human influenceis expressly abandoned. 
With mere calculations, therefore, of a criminal’s spiritual pros- 
pects, the Legislature has nothing whatever to do. To give up 
the effective and humanest form of extreme punishment, simply 
because some persons entertain hopes that a life-sentence 
might give more opportunity for the spiritual purification of 
the prisoner than an immediate death, would be a refinement 
of spiritual guesswork entirely beyond the province. of 
practical justice. 

The danger seems to us a growing one of adapting our 
penal legislation more to the taste and culture of the 
society which inflicts punishments, than of the class on whom 
they are mainly inflicted. Refined punishments for brutal and 
savage crimes are becoming more and more the fashion 
with the philanthropists. That they inflict more (and often 
more useless) pain on the criminal, at much less expense of 
pain to the sensitive feelings of the community, we admit. But 
we contend that it is the first duty of true civilisation to put 
down crime effectually, whether the process be agreeable or 
disagreeable to civilised feelings, and that to prevent the 
shock to civilised spectators, by also preventing the shock to 
the disreputable perpetrators of crime, is one of the most 
subtle temptations of effeminate selfishness to which the pre- 
sent day is subjected. If it can be proved that capital punish- 
ment really does not deter so much as imprisonment for life, 
evidence on that head is to the point, and should be anxiously 
weighed, though we doubt if anything more than presumptive 
evidence (which is all in favour of it) could be obtained. But 
on the ground of reformatory influence, there can be no sub- 
stantial objection raised where the only alternative is perpetual 
imprisonment ; and on the ground of humanity, of directness, 
and of naturalness, we are sure that capital punishment for 
the worst crimé has the advantage of any other. 





CONSOLIDATION OF THE REVENUE DEPARTMENTS. 
Durine the sessions of 1862 and 1863, a Committee of the 
House of Commons sat to inquire into the “feasibility and | 
“ expediency of consolidating any of the establishments now | 
“ governed by the Boards of Inland Revenue and Customs 
“ respectively, or of uniting any portion of the duties per- 
“‘ formed by their officers, with a view to economy in the 
“ collection of the Rublic Revenue, and to simplicity of 
“ management.” The inquiry was not skilfully managed by 
the Chairman, no case was made out for any material modi- | 
fication in the system now in vogue, and the Committee were | 
not able to agree upon any Report or to come to any prac | 
tical conclusions ; but much valuable information was elicited | 
in the course of the investigation, and much was done to | 
correct some vague and unsatisfactory impressions as to the | 
management of our great Revenue Departments, which had | 
before been floating in the public mind. Some mercantile | 
witnesses spoke strongly, though indefinitely, of certain in- | 
conveniences sustained in consequence of the separation of | 
the Customs’ and Excise Departments; but on inquiry it. was 
found that these related merely to the case of beer and 
British spirits exported, were trivial in the extreme, could be 
readily obviated, and in no way arose from the cause to which 
they were attributed. Other witnesses expressed confident 
opinions as to the facility with which the two Revenue De- 
partments might be consolidated in all their grades and | 
branches ; but it soon appeared that those who spoke thus 
confidently knew little or nothing of any Department except | 





their own, and had never really considered the subject, oF | 
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were prepared to defend their impression by any detailed 
facts or arguments; while the heads of the two Boards, and 
(with one exception) all the most competent and experienced 
officers in each branch, gave very sufficient reasons to prove 
that the proposed amalgamation would be a matter of extreme 
difficulty, and would in all probability be attended with no 
advantage. 

The most interesting points of the evidence to the gener’l 
public were those relating to the cost at which the revenue is 
now collected, and the various reductions that have from time 
to time taken place both in the size and cost of the several 
establishments. At one time there were thirteen Commis- 
sioners at the Board of Customs ; previous to 1846 there were 
nine; there are now only five. Before 1833, the Inland revenue 
was collected by three Boards, whose united numbers amounted 
to sixteen Commissioners; they were then reduced to two 
Boards with thirteen Commissioners; since 1848, there has 
been only one Board, consisting of six members. In all, fourteen 
Commissioners have been discontinued, at an annual saving of 
17,400i, though the revenue has been much increased, and the 
population from which it is levied is far greater than for- 
merly. Similar reductions have been made in the lower grades 
of the service in both branches, as occasion permitted and 
suggested, of which the aggregate result is thus shown :—

In the course of these twenty years, however, it appears 
that while the revenue collected by the officers of Customs, 
and the aggregate expenses of that Department have remained 
nearly the same, as well as the number of employés,—the 
business transacted or supervised by the Department has enor- 
mously increased. Two considerations “have to be borne in 
mind in making the above comparisons, which are strongly 
insisted upon in the course of the evidence laid before the 
Commissioners: The first is that a very large proportion of 
the time of the officers is orcupied in business that has no 
necessary or natural connection with the collection of Customs’ 
duties (such as the receipt of light dues, the receipt of wreck, 
the preparation of commercial statistics, the management of 
the Merchant Shipping Act, &c.); and a still larger portion 
in superintending and recording operations connected with 
the warehousing system, which give much trouble, and are 
yearly increasing, but do not contribute one shilling to the 
revenue. The second is that the extent and severity of the 
labour entailed upon the Customs’ officers must be measured, 
not by the amount of revenue collected, but by the number 
of the transactions effected, and the extent of the trade which 
has to be superintended and watched in order to collect that 
revenue. Thus, though the number of articles liable to duty has 
been much reduced, and the rate of duty levied on each has in 
many instances been considerably lowered, yet all importations 
have to be examined in order to ascertain whether they are 
free or dutiable, all exports and imports have to be registered, 
and a duty of 6d costs. as much to levy as a duty of a shilling, 
| though yielding only half as much to the revenue. Now, it 
| appears that in the course of the last twenty years the num- 
ber and salaries of the officers of Customs have scarcely 
varied, there having been, in 1841, 5,081 officers, at a cost of 
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619,0001, and in. 1861, 5,199 officers, at cost of 
officers and 85,000/ of salaries and expenses. But in

It would 
involve also the delegation to the heads of different 
branches of much greater individual authority than) 
they now possess, which would not be a satisfactory arrange 
ment to the public, who desire as much as possible to deal 
with principals, and not with subordinates. Nor could any 
one man undertake or efficiently discharge all those delicate 
and often perplexing duties, in the way of official information 
and advice, which the Chairmen of the two Boards have now 
to perform towards the Chancellor of the Exchequer. At; 
present, moreover, each Board has to decide upon the character 
and fitness for promotion of 5,000 officers, of many of whom 
they know personally something. If they had 10,000 instead 
of 5,000 under their government, they would be obliged to 
rely almost entirely on the reports of subordinate employés.

In the lower official grades of the two services the combina 
tion of functions would be equally impracticable as in the 
higher. With a few exceptions, the time of the officers is 
pretty fully occupied, though in certain of the smaller places 
this may not be the case. But even where the Collector of 
Customs, or Supervisor of Excise, or Riding Officer, o 
Examining Officer, has time on his hands, the discre 
pant nature of the functions each has to perform would 
prevent the same man from performing both efficiently. The. 
one is essentially a stationary officer, the other essentially 
a locomotive one; and, if the duplicate functions wer 
assigned to a single man, he would often be required 
to be in two places at once, or to neglect, or delegate, or delay, 
one set of duties—a result which would give rise to fresh 
complaints on the part of the public. Many of the functions 
too, especially of some of the Excise officers, are of a nature 
which demand a distinct and practical training, and could not 
be efficiently performed by a man from a different depatt 
ment. 

On the whole, the result of the inquiry must be admitted to 
have been eminently gratifying. No serious grievances were 
alleged against either of the Revenue Departments, and nothing 
that could be called an abuse was brought tolight. On the on 
hand, the evidence gave some reason to believe that the nul 
ber of documents in use might be safely and advantageously 
reduced, that certain simplifications might be adopted, and 
that certain savings might be effected. On the other hand, i

The first rate of drawback would be increased in amount, 
but not in proportion, the drawback not being augmented in 
the same proportion as the duty. At present the English re- 
finer, taking into consideration the description of sugars he 
generally refines, is repaid by the production of 77 per cent. 
of refined; under the proposed scheme it would require 79 
per cent. It was, however, argued, and perhaps with some 
truth, that if the other countries adopt the system of gradu- 
ated duties we shall obtain in England a greater proportion 
of high class sugars, which will be available for the purposes 
of the refiner, and therefore his yield will then be greater. 
We have at present three other rates of drawback adopted to 
our refined products. For these it is proposed to substitute 
one rate only, which would decidedly be too high for low 
bastards, 


It will be thus seen, that in its application to England the 
scheme, as it now stands, would not on the whole improve our 
present system ; but as regards the other countries concerned, 
it would no doubt be a great step in the right direction, and 
lead to further reforms. 

The adoption of one common system in the leading countries 
of Europe would no doubt produce very great advantages to 
trade in general. The abolition of all bounties under the 
form of drawback would place the refiners of all countries on 
a more equal footing, and the admission into new markets of 
the lower qualities of sugar would confer a great boon upon 
our own colonies and possessions, 

I take leave to add, that we distinctly stated to the Con- 
ference that, in agreeing to this scheme, we could offer no 
opinion whatever as to the probability of our Government 
being prepared to enter into any international engagements 
which weuld in any degree interfere with an entire freedom of 
national legislative action in so important a branch of our 
fiscal system. 

The project is, therefore, only submitted as the expression 
of the opinion of the delegates of France, England, and 
Holland, that in the event of their respective Governments 
desiring to establish common principles of legislation with re- 
gard to taxes upon sugar, with a view of affording mutual 
guarantee against bounties to the refiner, this scheme affords 
the best solution of the question which we were instructed to 
investigate, and the most promising basis for future discussion 
and negotiation, which, under the existing circumstances and 
views of our respective Governments, the Conference was able 
to devise. 








Agriculture, 
AGRICULTURAL MEETINGS. 
LATE RURAL DISCOVERIES. 

Tue reports of agricultural meetings which have appeared 
recently scarcely bear out the promise afforded by the earlier 
meetings of the season. Yet we find a great change of tone in 
speeches made by men of note. All with them is now hopeful. 
They speak encouragingly. ‘They point to progress made, and 
urge further progression. They deprecate prejudice, or deny that 
prejudices, which had become almost proverbial, ever existed. 
But with all this they do not go to the heart of the subject. Te 
glance about the outer rings, but never touch the bull's eye. 

the speeches of the big wigs require to be supplemented, explained, 
or answered by men speaking in the interest of the farmers, 
Probably there are men at each and every of these meetings who 
couid do all that, it they had the will or the opportunity. but they 
do not so speak, or if they do they are not reported. Neverthe- 
less, there are indications that perception of the movements made 
and to be made in English husbandry is making its way ioto the 
minds of the landowners as well as of the farmers. 

Amongst tbe recent discoveries made or announced at an agri- 
cultural meeting, is that curious one made by Mr Henley, one of 
the metsbers for Oxfordshire, i.e., that farmers are not all averse 
to the collection of agricultural statistics! Now, the history of

this agricultural statistics question in England is a peculiar one. 
It was started, or, at least, chiefly advocated, during the anti-corn 
law agitation, by some of the most earnest supporters of free 
trade in corn, and they alleged that the statistics of agriculture 
properly collected and recorded, apart from their scientific value 
and general usefulness, would greatly elucidate many matters of 
fact in relation to English agriculture, then roundly asscrted or 
denied by the advocates or opponents of free trade in corn. Of 
course, all the weight of the landed interest was thrown into the 
scale against “agricultural statistics.” All sorts of suspicions 
were intimated, at protection meetings, as to the uses to which 
such information might be turned, was, perbaps, even intended to 
be turned, by the Government. New taxation on the farmers was 
often intimated on such occasions as the possible result of the 
statistical information sought for, and farmers stoutly backed their 
landlords in opposing the collection of agricultural statistics. 
Such opposition succeeded. By and by, after the corn laws had 
been repealed, not only without injury to the agricultural interest, 
but actually becoming the starting point of agricultural improve- 
ment, the landlords, having recovered from their panic, no longer 
felt nor expressed any vehement objections to the collection of 
the statistics of agriculture. Cavils at the means proposed, and 
doubts whether the landed classes had any interest in the matter, 
were frequently but not very urgently expressed in Parliament 
whenever avy proposal of the sort was made. But the real 
opposition to every proposal, and, indeed, to any measure of the 
kind, came from the farmers. 


In 1859, when Mr Henley’s friends were in power,—himself we 
believe a cabinet minister,—a resolution for considering the subject 
of agricultural statistics was made in the House of Commons by 
Mr Caird, and was opposed by Mr Henley, who expressed the 
opinion of the agricultural party, the then Government, that the 
assertion of the expediency of agricultural statistics was injudi- 
cious, by reason of the repugnance entertained thereto by the farmers. 
He then said “that feeling of repugnarce among farmers, 
whether rightly or wrongly, undoubtedly existed to a considerable 
extent.” Of the accuracy of that statement, aobody who goes 
amongst farmers, or has observed their suyings and doings, can 
entertain a doubt. Yet, at the recent meeting of the Thame 
Agricultural Society, the High Sheriff having expressed some 
“ regret that the prejudices of the farmers had stood in the way of 
the collection of egricultural statistics,” was taken to task by Mr 

| Henley, who produced a new and fancy picture of the matter. 
He said : ‘‘ The tenor of his (the High Sheriff’s) remarks was to 


this effect, that what was generally desired was the collection of | 


that kind of information which is known by the term agricultural 
statistics, so that there should be a series of returns made of the 
quantities of different kinds of produce, in order that people who 
want that kind of information might ascertain the quantity of 
wheat, barley, and other crops annually grown in this country ; 
but he hinted that such information could not be obtained, in con- 
sequence of the prejudices of the farmers. Now I speak in the 
presence of farmers, and I do say that a greater mistake was never 
made than that of charging them with opposing the collection of 
agricultural statistics as mere matter of information. They have 
no reluctance whatever to give information ; they have no objection 
to the country knowing how much wheat has been grown in a year.” 
He then went on to state that when the subject was first introduced 
in the House of Commons, “ not a dissentient voice was heard. 
All that the members of the agricultural constituencies demanded 
was tha: the farmers should not be asked to pay for their collection.” 
Then, after reciting what may be well called certain “ imaginary 
conversations,” which he implied to have taken place between 


| those who urged and those who objected to a measure for the | 


collection of agricultural statistics, and assuming that nosuch pro- 
position had been carried out because it required it to be done at 
the expense of the farmers, Mr Henley added, “ I think it is quite 
enough to expect the farmersto fill up the papers. As to the 
want of this kind of information by the farmers themselves, I do 
not believe that, so far at least as their own neighbourhood is 
concerned, they want to Know how many acres Farmer So-and-so 
has got in wheat or barley. As a matter of fact, in most cases, 
they know it already. I never heard any one among the farmers 
say they cared a pin about it. It was nothing to them ; every one 
gets as much as he can from his farm, quite irrespective of know- 
ing how much his neighbour gets. It you want the information 
for general purposes, you can have it by paying !or it; but it is 
rather hard that the farmers should be accused of a desire to 
withhold this information because they do not care about collecting 
it at their own expense for other people All that I can say 
is, that so soon as those who want them offer to pay for them we 
will do the work ; but until they do offer to pay, I for one shall 
button up my breeches pocket and refuse to pay a single farthing, 
and I hope my constituents will follow my example. When our

The financial circles have latterly been somewhat occupied by an 
anonymous pamphlet running down the Saragossa Railway, pub- 
lished at Turin. But all the allegations of this brochure have 
been triumphantly refuted. Among other things, it represented 
that the cost of construction had greatly exceeded the an- 
ticipation of the promoters; and to prove this, it affirmed 
that the total expense incurred up to the 3ist December 
last was only for the portion of the lines that are actually 
worked, whereas it was for them and for the lines in course of 
execution, of which the greater portion are far advanced, the rest 
nearly completed. It represented the expense of the Alicante line 
as greater than it was, because it did not take into account that 
included therein was the cost of the Cartillejo to Toledo Railway 
purchased by the Company. And whilst in this and-other respects 
exaggerating the charges of the Company, it took no account of 
the subvention of nearly 15,000,000f due to it, of the 20,000,000f 
and more of reserve, of the increased value of bonds, &c. But 
what excited especial indignation was that the anonymous pam- 
phieteer flatly accused the eminent men who form the board of 
directors of the Company of taking for themselves from the total || 
profits not less that 15 per cent. (1C as founders and 5 as directors); 
while all they are entitled to is a percentage (much less than 15) 
of the net profits after payment of all charges and expenses of 
working and repairs, and the interest on bonds and shares, and 
after deductions for the reserve and sinking funds. In point of 
fact, this percentage has never yet been levied. 

In imitation of our English landlords who take pleasure in 
lecturing farmers on matters relative to their calling, M. Isaac 
Pereire, president of the Credit Mobilier, has just delivered an 
address to the Agricultural Society of Beynat department of the 
Corréze: and it has excited considerable interest among agricul- 
turists from its abounding in practical suggestions, and among 
the public from its proving that vast as are the financial operations 
in which the distinguished financier is engaged, he finds time to 
turn bis attention to other subjects of general utility. I regret 
that the limited space at my disposal, pe me from making 
copious extracts from this discourse: but I notice a few points in it. 
M. Isaac Periere began by stating that what brought him in con- 
nection with the department of the Corréze was that an old friend 
of his, recently deceased, eft him an estate in it ; and he announced 
that he intends to devote all the revenue thereof to agricultural 
improvements. He then reviewed in considerable detail the efforts 
of the celebrated Turgot, as Intendant of Limoges, of which the 
Corréze formed part, to improve the agriculture of the country. 
Among other things, he said that Turgot had offered prizes for the 
best means of preserving corn; aud he maintained that the pro- 
blem has recently been solved by the adoption of silos.in sheet 
iron. Some such silos have been established under the auspices 
of himself and other personages at Asnieres near Paris, and grain 
can be kept in them for a very long time in a state of perfect pre- 
servation. M. Isaac Periere next spoke of Turgot’s efforts to 
reduce the rate of interest, and procure credit for landowners ; 
and he intimated that something is about to. be done in the same 
direction by the grouping of estates. in order to permit, in the 
cultivation of land, the “* use of mechanical means which can only 
produce all their advantages when employed ona grand scale.’ He 
then made these judicious observations :-—~* 


‘ Efforts have often been made to. place in opposition the town 
and the country, agriculture with manufactures and commerce. 
But they are a profound error. There is not, in fact, any com- 
merce more active, more important, more productive, than that 
which exists between the town and the country; and no notable 
progress can be made in agriculture without the co-operation of 
manufactures and commerce, and especially without the enlighten- 
ment given by science, which is only the systematic observation 
of nature. What, in fact, is the object we pursue in endeavourin 
to ameliorate productions of all kinds in the vegetable an 
animal Kingdoms? It is to obtain, at the cheapest rate possible, 
bread, meat, wine, fruits, and raw materials, which are necessary 
to man. Now, for the complete solution of this problem, there } 
are three branches of human science which must be forcedly placed 
under contribution, — mechanics, chemistry, and the natural 
sciences,” : 

M. Isaac Pereire then expatiated at some length on mechanics 
applied to agriculture,—the steam-plough, thrashing machines, 
&c, He also spoke of the importance of railways and of ordinary 
roads. He,ext noticed the different.chemical discoveries in con- 
nection with agriculture which have been made of late years, 
especially in England, and recommended the adoption of them. 
Into the question of the natural sciences he had not time to enter, 
but he noticed the new system of fecundating grain invented by 
M. Hooibrenck (mentioned in the Economist), and said that, 
having examined it himself and having had frequent communica~ 
tions with the inventor, he “entertains the conviction that agri- 
culture will find init the means of ameliorating and augmenting 
its production.” Inconclusion, M. Isaac Pereire ohserved that, 
though the improvement of agricultural implements and processes 
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ig very important, the men engaged in agricalture must also be 
improved :—* they must be trained to the practice of social life, 
ani the art of turning their faculties to the best account.” ‘“ The 
expenses occasioned thereby,” he added, “ would be essentially 
reproductive, and would be repaid in a short time a hundredfold.” 
The last official return relative to railways (see Economist of 
the 12th) showed that the receipts of the first half of 1863, com- 
pared with the corresponding period of last year, presented a de- 
cline. Since then, unfortunately, the weekly returns published 
by the Companies have displayed no improvement. Those of the 
week ending the 9th inst., compared with the corresponding week 
of 1862, give a decline of neatly 10 per cent. per kilometre in the 
Lyons and Mediterranean, more than 6} in the Eastern, more than 
23 in the Northern, nearly 3 in the Eastern, more than 6} in the 
Orleans, and a sbade more than 5 in the Western. Some of the 
principal foreign lines in which French capitalists are interested 
also show a falling off:—Austria of nearly 213, West Swiss rather 
more than 16, Saragossa nearly 18}, Lomb«rds nearly 53, and 
Roman more than 44. 
Several companies are advertising payments of interest on bonds, 
or on account of dividends: the Lyons and Mediterranean Com- 
y, 25f on account of dividend from 1st November next, and 
interest varying from 7f 27c to 25f in the different classes of bonds 
from Ist October ; the Orleans Railway from the latter date, 15f as 
interest on shares, and 15f on account of dividend; Western

In 1861, distress in the manufacturing districts was on the 
increase, owing to the continuance of the American war. The 
Bank rate was steady at 34 per cent. The markets were 
dull, but Mexican had improved, on the joint intervention 
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scheme. In Paris, the Bank rate had been suddenly advanced ; 
from 5 to 54 per cent., making a total difference of 2 per 
eent. between the rates current in the English and French 
capitals. The large purchases of wheat which had been made

In 1862, there was no movement of importance in the 
money or stock markets, and an almost total absence of in- 
terest in politics was manifested.

Enaish Srocxs.—A trifling and gradual decline in the 
quotation of Consols has resulted from an overbought ac- 
count, which was altogether unsupported by speculation. 
The neglect now experienced by the English stock market is 
still greatly owing to the nature of the speculations favoured, 
if not fostered, by the amounts of capital deposited, in conse- 
quence partly of the stoppage of part of our cotton trade, and 
partly of other causes, with the London banks and dealers, 
for temporary use.

COMMERCIAL EPITOME. 
FRIDAY NIGHT. 
Rather more firmness was observed in the trade for English 
wheat at Mark lane, to-day, and Monday’s quotations were fully 
supported. In foreign wheat, however, owing to a somewhat 


extensive import, sales progressed slowly, on former terms. | 


Barley sold heavily, and, in some instances, prices declined 1s 
per quarter. Oats, beans, , and flour were unaltered in 
value from Monday last, but the demand for them was in a 
sluggish state. The import, this week, has amounted to 20,110 
quarters of wheat, 7,450 barley, 18,390 oats, 590 sacks and 
19,670 barrels of flour. ; 

At Liverpool, this morning, wheat and flour moved off slowly, 
but at full prices. Maize steadily supported previous rates. At 
Wakefield the wheat trade was decidedly more active. 

We learn from Alexandria that the corn trade was devoid of 
activity, yet prices ruled stationary. The supply of wheat was 
very moderate—of beans large. The quotations for private trade 
produee, Sept. 11, were as follows:—Saide wheat, 28s 3d to 
288°6d; Buhi, 33s to 35s; Beheireh red, 26s to 283 6d; white, 
29s 3d to 31s; Saide beans, 25s 3d to 25s 74; Beheireh ditto, 
24s 7d to 25s 2d; barley, 18s to 19s 64; and lentils, 23s 3d to 
23s 6d quarter, free on board. 

The eect cotton market, this week, has again been very 
animated. The total sales amount to 64,000 bales, including 
28,000 to spinners, 26,000 on speculation, and 10,000 for export. 
Quotations have advanced jdto 3d for Surat and American cotton; 
for Madras, 14d more has been paid than on Friday last. To-day 
there is lees animation, but prices in general are unaltered.

Letters from Kurrachee, dated Aug. 20, represent the cotton 
as in a somewhat active state, at steadily advancing prices.

The excitement prevailing in the Liverpool cotton market has 
caused great activity in the trade at Alexandria, and all descrip- 
tions of cotton have realised enhanced rates.

“‘ News,” write Messrs Briggs & Co., ‘‘ has been received from 
the Soudan of heavy rains and high waters of the White and 
Blue Niles, causing apprehensions for the consequence to Middle 
and Lower Egypt; but the Egyptian Government has taken every 
precaution, and apprehends no danger, unless another rise of:four 
or five feet were unhappily to occur.” 

No change has taken place in the value of tea. Sugar, both 
raw and refined, has commanded more attention; but coffee has 
further declined in price. Cocoa, rice, and new dry fruit have 
sold slowly, on former terms.

~ Braprorp.—The wool trade wears a somewhat quieter aspect. 
Prices have become established, and there appears to be universal 
confidence that the value of wool will not diminish at present. 
The stock is by no means large for the time of year. The yarn 
trade remains necessarily quiet, in consequence of the full engage- 
ments of spinners. Many of the larger export houses have bought 
as muc} as they are likely to require for some little time, unless 
the demand from abroad improves. Pieces.—There is a steady 
consumptive demand for the home trade, and merchants are still 
experiencing a satisfactory average business in their warehouses.

NotrixeHaM.—For hosiery yarns the demand was not so brisk, 
but extreme rates were fully maintained. Siiks steady. Owing 
| to the recent advance in the price of cotton, brown nets have been 
putup 10 to 15 per cent. by the makers, but this stops business. 

RocupaLE.—The principal inquiry has been for low goods, but 
the price of the raw material makes them scarce. All the York- 
shire goods on offer were readily sold. Of these goods, however, 
there is rather a scarcity, and prices are somewhat higher. There 
has been a good business doing in wool. 

Leicester.—The hosiery trade has been very active, and manu- 
facturers continue well employed with orderson hand. Yarns 
hold up in price, and spinners are fairly employed to order. 

WotkveruamMpton. — Pig-iron is rising fully as rapidly as 
finished iron, but as yet sales are not very extensive. 

DuNDEE.—Flax, tow, and codilla all keep quiet, the demand 
being entirely consumptive, and the prices of all qualities, ex- 
cepting scme of the higher marks which are scarce, in favour of 
the buyer. With these exceptions the market was remarkably 
buoyant, and the inquiry fur linens beyond all precedent.

TraFFic Returns.—The traffic receipts of railways in the United 
Kingdom amounted, for the week ending the 12th of September, on 10,828 
miles, to 632,389/, and for the corresponding week of last year, on 10,428 
miles, to 624,689/, showing an increase of 454 miles, and.of 7,700] in the 
receipts. The gross receipts on the 15 principal railways amounted, in 
the aggregate, on 7,663 miles, to 505,649/, and for the corresponding 
week of 1862, on 7,397 miles, to 503,677, showing an inerease of 266 
miles, and 1,972/ in the receipts. 

MerropouiTan.—The Government Inspector has approved the junc- 
tion line with the Great Northern at King’s Cross. Through trains 
will commence to run on thé 1st proximo. 


RAILWAY AND MINING SHARE MARKETS. 
LONDON. 


Monpay, Sept. 21.—In the share market to-day there was scarcely 
any business except insome of the joint-stock banks and the newfinancial 
companies, in both of which descriptions, as also in colonial, the 
tendency at the close was towards advance. In English railways, Glas- 
gow and South-Western improved 1, and Edinburgh and Glasgow a 
further 4; and Great Eastern (A stock), Great Northern (A sto¢k), and 
West Midland and Oxford declined } each, North-Western }, and North 
British a further }. In colonial, Indian Branch and Great Western of 
Canada (paid-up shares) advanced 4 each, ditto (new) }, Biffalo and 
Lake Huron (preference) $, and ditto (ordinary) a further 4; and Great 
Western of Canada (Five-and-a-Half per Cent, bonds) receded 1. In 
foreign, Turin and Savona (paid-up) and Antwerp and Rotterdam im- 
proved 4 and 4 respectively, and Pernambuco and Western and North- 
Western of France declined $ each.
